T he docu m en tary stam p tax, first of 
the S ta te’s n ew lev ies which the " com ­ 
mon m an ” will feel, will go into effect 
Monday.

stam p s. They will receive a 2 per cen t 
com m ission . 
T he tax, five cen ts 
on

value of deeds, bond debentures, m o rt­ 
g a g e s and notes, is one of tile A d m in ­ 
istration 
p ro p o sa ls 
enacted 
by 
the 
L egislatu re to provide funds for relief 
and general S ta te exp en ses, 
It is paid by affixin g stam p s o f ap- 
priate v a lu e by th e person “m a k in g , 
execu tin g, is s u in g or d eliv erin g su ch 
d ocum ent" at the tim e. 
R egu lation s for enforcem en t of the 
tax sen t out by tin* 
d epartm en t

plains that lea ses, ground rents, b a il­
